LONDON, April 31. The Times publishes 


Interviews with prominent Irishmen in the 
French capital, among them Patrick Casey, of 
Monlteur university, lie declares it probable 
that the dynamite policy will bo extended to 
blu*lng up Atlantic passenger steamers «nd 
merchantmen, thus ruining English commerce. 
James Stephen*, formerly Fenian head cen- 
tre, however, condemns tbe principles and 
practices of the dynamiters and advocates 
aimed revolution. Continuance of the dyna- 
mite policy, he thinks, means certain death 
to the Irish cause. John Q'Leary, foiiuerly 
editor of the Irish People, likewise dis- 
approves the dynamite policy. He favors 
open rebellion. Ue was soiij to say people 
in America were not averse to tbe employ- 
ment ot dynamite. Father Uog»n of St. 
Snlptce Catholic college thinks the explo- 
sions are doing Ireland no good; but will 
alienate from the Irish cause many bouest 
people who would otherwise support It Ire- 
land will get home rule In the course of time.

ing or assisting therein as agent, servant, clerk or otherwise, 
shall be adjudged guilty oi a nuisance, anil on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than throe hundred dollars foi each and evciy offense.

or exchange of any goods or chattels, chose in action or 
upon any promise or contract expressed o_r implied, furnish 
or deliver, Or give away to any person or persons, 01 know- 
ingly'suffer to be taken or icceived by any person 01 persons 
any intoxicating or malt liquois within said city, and^in all 
cases where intoxicating or malt liquors aie sold, given'away, 
or permitted or suffered to be token 01 received in violation of 
this ordinance under circumstances showing that the .owner, 
lessee, occupant or person or persons having the general 
charge or control of the premises, store, Voom or rooms, tent,

lor the purpose of being sold, barteied, exchanged or given 
away, in violation of the provisions of this ordinance.

selling of intoxicating anil malt liquors for sacramental, me-

from some reputable practicing resident physician of the City

therein and for one purchaser only; at^il if any physician shall 
give a certificate foi the purchase of such liquors, when the 
person for whom the purchase shall be made does not need 
them for medicinal uses, such physician shall, on.conviction 
thereof, be fined" not less than twenty-five'dollars. 
And any 


person or persons desiring licensees aforesaid shall make ap- 
plication to the City Council at .1 regula/ stated meeting 
thereof, and the .City Council, provided such license is granted, 
shall fix the amount to be paid therefor and the time the same 
shall run; but such license shall, not run beyond the ist of 
May next following the granting thereof; and such applicant 
shall give bond and security in the sum of gi,ooo against any 
violation of any of the terms of this ordinance, and for the 
faithful keeping of each and all the provisions of this ordinance. 


And every person to whom such license may be granted 


shall keep a record of all sales of intoxicating or malt liquors, 
showing the date and the amount, to whom sold, and for what 
purpose, and if for medicinal purposes, the name of the physi- 
cian prescribing the same. 
And the certificates of physicians 


so prescribing shall be kept on file and be a part of the record. 
And this record shall at all times during business hours be 
open to the inspection of any member of the city government. 


And this record shall be filed in the City Clerk's office at

Marshal or any police officer of sairf city to remove the same 
one mile beyond the limits of the said city, using the 
necessary force to do so, and upon any such removal, to 
notify the person or persons in charge, or from whose pos- 
session the same was taken, where the same has been de- 
posited, and the owner or any person entitled to the possession 
of any such liquors shall be allowed to take and receive the 
same, but such owner or any such person receiving the same 
shall not return the same or any part thereof into the said 
City of Colorado Springs, unless .such owner or owners, or 
persons receiving and taking possession of the same shall 
enter into a bond to the City of Colorado Springs in the penal 
sum of Si,ooo,.with security, to be approved by the Mayor of 
said city, conditioned that such liquors shall not be introduced, 
stored, deposited, or kept in store or on deposit on hand or in 
possession in said city, for the purpose of selling, bartering or 
exchanging the same, or for any species of traffic therein, or for 
the purpose of furnishing or giving or delivering the same in 
violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance; and in 
case of the making of such bond and delivery thereof to the 
City Marshal or Mayor of said city, the owner or owners or 
any person receiving such liquor shall be allowed to introduce 
and store such liquor within the corporate limits of said city 
in any place therein, cxceptkajiy saloon, dram shop, tippling 
house or any place where intoxicating liquors of.any kind are 
sold, delivered or furnished in violation of this ordinance; and 
incase any person or persons so coming into the possession 
of any such liquor shall return or attempt to return the same 
or any part thereof into the said City of Colorado-Springs ex- 
cept as above provided, the City Marshal or any police officer 
of said city shall use the necessary force to prevent the same 
from being brought into said city by the seizure anil detention 
of such liquors in his possession, and any person or persons 
who .shall return or attempt to return any such liquors into

same, shall be deemed guilty of a nuisance, and on conviction 
thereof, be fined in the sum of two hundred dollars for each 
and every ofTen.se.

having and serving such warrant to call such assistance as may 
become necessary to examine and in the day time to search 
the place mentioned in such complaint, and if necessary after 
having demanded admittance to the place to be searched, to 
break open both outside and inside doors to execute such 
warrant, which warrant such officer shall return with his en- 
dorsement thereon, stating when and how the same has been 
executed; and if upon such examination and search such 
officer shall find any of the aforesaid liquors, which he has 
reasor^to believe are intended to be used for any of the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and contrary to any of-the provisions of-this 
ordinance, he shall make his return accordingly, stating the 
names of the person or persons owning or having charge, or 
care, or custody thereof; and in any such case of .searching as 
above provided prosecutions may be instituted against any 
person or persons owning, claiming, 01 having charge care, 
or custody of any of the aforesaid liquors as in other cases of 
violation of the fourth section of this ordinance. And in 
case any such intoxicating or malt liquors shall be found in 
the charge or control of, or stored by any person who has 


the end of every quarter, after the granting of the license,

boundaries of said city, and all fines, forfeitures, penalties, rights 
ofprosectutions, search and seizure, herein specified, for a viola-;

SECTION I. 
The Police Magistrate, if one be appoint- 


ed, and if no' Police Magistrate be appointed, then any 
Justice of the Peace under the laws of Colorado, residing 
within the City of Colorado Springs, shall have jurisdiction to 
hear and determine all suits and actions for violation of any of 
the ordinances of said city. 


SEC. 
2 
Whenever any fine, forfeiture, or penaly shall be 


imposed for the breach of any ordinance of said city, the same 
may be recovered by suit before the Police Magistrate, or if 
there be no Police Magistrate then before any Justice of the 
Peace as before mentioned, in the nature of action for debt. 


SEC. 3. Actions for violations of ordinances may be com- 


menced by filing with the Police Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace a statement or complaint in the name of the people of 
the State of Colorado, stating the nature of the offense, signed 
By the City Attorney or any officer of the city, which state- 
ment may be in the following form : •

SEC. 13. Every person against whom any penalty, fine 


or forfeiture shall'be recovered under the'ordinance of the 
city, who shall refuse or rfeglect to pay the Same when de- 
manded upon execution, shall be committed to the county 
jail or such otlierl)lace as the Council may designate, and 
shall labor at such work as h;s or her strength will permit 
until said fine, penalty or forfeiture, and all costs thereon, are 
fully paid, to be allowed at the rate of two dollars per day for 
each day's work performed under the direction of the Street 
Commissioner or City Marshal; provided, that no such per- 
son shall be required to work more than ten hours per day ; 
and provided further, that no such imprisonment shall exceed 
ninety days for any one offense. 


• SEC. 14. In all cases of assault, assault and battery and 


affrays, the Police Magistrate or any Justice of the Peace 
within the city, may upon his own knowledge, or upon the 
oath of any competent person, issue his warrant to the City 
Marshal or other lawful officer within the city, for the arrest 
of any person charged with either of said offenses, and upon 
the arrest of such person, shall cause a jury to be summoned, 
unless the party accused shall dispense with a jury, who shall 
hear the cause, and if they find the accused guilty, shall assess 
such fine as they shall deem just, not to exceed in any case 
one hundred dollars, which verdict the Magistrate or Justice 
shall enter in his docket, and proceed to render judgment 
thereon for the amount of such fine and cost. 
If the verdict 


be "not guilty" the Magistrate or Justice shall discharge "the 
defendant without costs. 


SEC 15. The Police Magistrate or any Justice of tlic 


Peace within the corporation shall have power to cause to be 
brought before them all persons who shall break the peace, 
and commit them to jail, or admit them to bail as the case 
may require; and also to have brought before them any per- 
son who threatens to break the peace, or uses threats against 
any person, to injure his body or property, or to injure the 
property of any person; and also any person not of good 
fame; and said Magistrate or Justice being satisfied by the 
oath of one or more witnesses of the guilt of any such person 
so charged and brought before him, shall cause such person 
to give good security for the peace, or for his good behavior 
towards the people of the State, and particularly towards the 
individual threatened/ and in default of such security may 
commit such person to the city jail until such security bo 
given, or until the next term of the District Court for the 
county. 


IN HALATION TO THE FIRE LIMITS .\Kl> Till. EKKCI ION Of 


liUII.IMNGS T1JEREIN. 


SEC. I. 
All that portion of the City of Colorado Springs 


within the following described limits, .shall be known as the 
fire limits of said city : commencing at a point on Cascade 
avenue, where the center of said avenue, intersects the center 
of Cuchams street, and running thence north along the center 
of said avenue, to a point on. a line with the southern line of 
lot number nine in block seventy-one, thence east along the 
south line of lots number nine and twenty-four in said .block, 
to the center line of Tejon streetj_thence north a distance of 
twenty-five feet; thence east along the center line of block 
number seventy-two to a point in the center line of Nevada 
avenue ; thence south, along the center line of said avenue, to 
a point in the center line of Cucharas street; thence west along 
said center line to the place of beginning. Said description 
includes blocks number eighty-one, ninety-one, one hundred 
and one, eighty-two, ninety-two and oiie hundred and two, 
that portion of block seventy-one, south of the southern line, 
of lots nine and twenty-four, and the south half of block 
seventy-two. 


SEC. 2. No building of any kind whatever, shall be con- 


structed within the fire limits unless in conformity with the 
following provisions: 


First. All,f>utside ami paity walls shall be of brick or 


stone. 


Second. Brick walls shall not be of less thickness than 


as follows: 


One story buildings, eight inches; two .story buildings, twelve 


inches for the first story, and eight inches for the secbnd story, 
three story buildings, sixteen inches for the first story, twelve 
inches for the second story, and eight inches for the third 
story. 


Stone walls shall not be of less thickness than as follows: 
One story, sixteen 'inches; two story, twenty inches for the 


first story, and sixteen inches for the second; three story, 
twenty-four inches for the first story twenty inches for the 
second story, and sixteen inches for the third story ; and all 
party walls shall extend at least two feet above the roof 


SEC. 
3. No wooden buildings within the fire limits afore- 


said, shall be raised, enlarged, or removed to any other place 
within the same; nor shall any such building be removed into 
the fiie limits; and no ownei, lessee, builder, or other person 
shall place or pile, or cause to be placed or piled within the 
fire limits aforesaid, any lumber, shingles, lath, hay, or straw, 
or other combustible materials, for purposes of sale, unless 
such materials be- so placed or piled within and entirely en- 
closed by a building constructed in conformity with the pro- 
visions of section three of this 01 dinance. 


SEC. 4. Any owner, builder or any other person who 


shall own, build or aid in the erection of any building, or part 
of building within said limits, contrary to or in any other man- 
ner than as authorized by the provisions of this ordinance, or 
who shall own, remove or assist in removing any such build- 
ing from without said limits within the same, or shall in any 
other manner violate the provisions of this ordinance, shall be, 
subject to a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than or/ 
hundred dollars for the first offense, and the like fine for cve/y 
forty-eight hours such person shall fail to comply with tile 
provisions of this ordinance, or continue in violation thereof 


SEC. 5. Any violation of this ordinance shall be deemed 


a nuisance, and the City Marshal or Fire Warden shall have 
authority, after giving notice to the owner or paity guilty o'f 
such violation to cease the same, to remove the building 
or part constructed out of said fire limits or raze the same to 
the ground; if the same be not so removed or razed within 
three days, to remove or ia/.e it to the ground at the expense 
of the owner, such expense to be collected in an action of 
ilebt. 


SEC. 6. 
Prosecutions for violations of this ordinance shall 


be begun and conducted in the same manner as prosecutions 
forthe violation of other ordinances of the City of Colorado' 
Springs. 


SEC. 16. The City Marshal shall, as often as required, 


make a report to the City Council of the number of days' 
work performed in pursuance of this ordinance, and by whom 
performed.

OFFENSES AGAINST GOOD MORALS AND DECENCY.

Springs, personate a police officer by wearing a star or other- 
wise, any such person shall, on conviction before the Police 
Magistrate, or if there be no Police Magistrate, 'then before 
any Justice of the Peace residing within this city.be fined in 
any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars.

thing, or shall exhibit or perform any indecent, immoral or

SEC. 3. If any person shall inhumanly, unnecessarily or 


- cruelly beat, injure or otherwise abuse any dumb animal,

state of intoxication in any highway, street or thoroughfare, or 
other public place within this city, or in any private house or

appear at such time and place, and with such tools as he may

SEC. 3. Any person failing to present himself for labor 


or failing to pay the amount which is 'taken in lieu of such 
labor, within ten days after demand by, the Street Commis- 
sioner, shall be sued for the amount'in an action for debt, and 
no set-off shall be allowed thereto.

SEC. 4. The Street Commissioner shall leportto the City 


Council, when required so to do, a list of all persons in this 
corporation subject to road tax, the names of all persons who 
have performed the labor instead thereof, amount of money 
collected and paid out by him, from whom received, to whom 
antl what for paid, the number of days he himself has been in 
actual service, and a list of the delinquents. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


ARTICLE i. 
CONCERNING STEEIS AND ALLEVS 


SECTION.i. That no person shall encumber or obstruct 


any street,.avenue, alley or other public place, by placing 
therein or thereon any building materials or any article or 
thing whatsoever, without first having obtained permission 
from the Mayor of the city or the Street Commissioner, under 
a penalty of five dollars for each offcnse, and a further penalty 
of two dollars for each day such encumbrance or obstruction 
hall continue. 


SEC. 2. The Mayor, the Street CoVnmissioncr, or City 


Marshal, is hereby authorized to order any article or thing 
whatsoever which may encumber or obstruct any street, alley 
or other public place, to be removed within five days after 
notice to the owner thereof to remove the same, or to cause the 
same to be removed to some suitable place; and the owner of 
any such article so removed shall forfeit and pay to the city 
the sum of five dollars in addition to the expense of such - 
removal, which expenses shall be recoverable in the same' 
manner as are the expenses for the removal of nuisances. 


SEC 3. Neither the Mayor nor Street Commissioner 


shall grant permission to place oV keep any building materials 
'n any of the streets or alleys of this city for a longer period 
than four months, and such permission shall not authorize the 
obstructing of more than one-half of the'carriage way, and 
one-half pf the sidewalk, except in cases of urgent, necessity 
and for short periods; and such permission shall be deemed 
/old whenever the person to whom the same is granted shall

SEC. 4. Every person who shall erect or place any build- 


ng, in whole or in part, upon any street, alley, sidewalk, or 
other public grounds within this city, shall, on conviction, for- 
eit and pay to said city a sum not less than twenty-five dollars 
and not more than one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 5. 1 he owner of any. building, fence, or other ob- 


struction, now standing, or which may hereafter be erected or 
placed upon any street, alley, sidewalk or public ground 
.vithin this city, shall remove the same within thirty days after 
ic shall be so required to do, by notice in writing signed by 
:he Mayor. For every violation of this section the offender 
shall, on Conviction, forfeit and pay to said city the sum of 
fifty "dollars, and the further sum of fifty dollars for every thirty 
days he shall continue such violation.

the City Council, are hereby declared to be the established 
grades, upon the streets and parts of streets shown therein. 


SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to make 


such alterations upon the official profiles, of all the several 
divisions, and upon the duplicates'of said profiles, as may from 
time to time become necessary to indicate any change that 
may be made by order of the City Council, in Hie established 
grade of any street, or part of street. 


ECj3. Any person or persons, who shall remove, dis- 


place or mutilate the range stones, imbedded in the streets, 
shall, upon conviction, be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined-not less than ten, nor more than fifty dollars 
for each offense ; provided, that when it shall become neces- 
sary for the grading or paving the streets to remove or dis- 
place any of the range stones, such displacement or removal 
shall be done under the supervision of a competent surveyor 
or civil engineer, and only in vertical lines; and the said range 
stonts so displaced or removed, shall be covered again to a 
depth of not less than' six inches below the surface of s*«d 
streets.

thereof, be fined, in any sum not less than five dollars nor more 
than twenty-five dollars for each offense. 


, CHAPTER XV. 


CONCERNING SIDEWALKS. 


SECTION I. 
That,all sidewalks shall be of the uniform 


widtti of twelve feet, measured from the front line of the lots 
upon each street, at right angles with said line, toward the 
center of the street. 


SEC. 2. All sidewalks shall be constructed at a grade 


corresponding with the grade of the center of th e street as e's 
tablished by ordinance, (unless otherwise provided in any par- 
ticular case) and with a slope towards the curbstone, so that 
the edge next the curbstone or gutter shall be two inches lower 
than the edge adjoining the lots; and all sidewalks sliall be 
constructed with the same uniform grade or slope along the 
streets as the streets themselves, whenever the streets have a 
grade other than horizontal, so tli.it there shall be no step or 
set-off upon the sidewalks othei than may be deemed neces- 
.sary at the street crossing. 


SEC. 3. Sidewalks shall be constructed, reconstructed 


or repaired only with suitable stone not less than two and one- 
half inches thick, or of cement-So put down ns to make a 
smooth and durable sidewalk, and all openings in sidewalks for 
the admission of fuel or light "shall be securely covered with 
iron or iron and glass covers ; prmiided, however, that, the 
committee on streets, alleys and ditches may authorize 
temporary 
repairs 
made 
-to 
wooden sidewalks. 
And 


no 
sidewalk 
shall 
be 
constructed, 
reconstructed or 


repaired without notice to, and under the .supervision of the 
Street Commissioner. 
And in alltcases when a sidewalk shall 


become so defective as to be unfit for 'use, it shall be the duty 
of the Street Commissioner to report the same to the City 
Council. And any person who shall violate the provisions of 
this section, shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not less than 
five nor more than one hundred dollars. 


SEO.4. Whenever the City Council shall desire to con- 


struct, reconstruct or repair a sidewalk upon any street, it shall 
not be necessary to adopt an ordinance for that purpose, but 
the same may be ordered by the Council-by an order entered 
of record in their proceedings^; and the expense of construct- 
ing, reconstructing or repairing such sidewalks shall be de- 
frayed in such manner as may be directed by the City Council, 
-under the law relating thereto; but whenever the City Council 
shall order the construction, reconstruction or repair of any 
sidewalk at the expense of property adjoining, ten days' notice 
shall be given by the Street Commissioner to the owner, 
agents or persons in charge of such, property, requiring them 
to cause the construction, reconstruction or repair of such 
sidewalk, to be commenced immediately after the expiration 
of the said ten days, and completed without unnecessary 
delay, in the manner herein provided; and in case of failure or 
refusal on the part of such persons to comply with such order, 
the materials for such sidewalk shall be furnished and the 
work done by the Street Commissioner, and the expense 
thereof be collected from the owners, agents, or persons in 
charge of such property, in the same manner as taxes, and 
such property shall be subject thereto. 
In case there shall be 


no resident owner, agent or person in charge of such propciiy, 
the sidewalk adjoining shall be constructed, reconstructed or 
repaired by the Street Commissioner, and the expense thereof 
defrayed by tax collected from such adjoining propeity. 


SEC. 5. Whenever any sidewalk 'shall be ordered con- 


structed, reconstructed or repaired at the expense of the city, 
the same may be done by the Street Commissioner at the ex- 
pense of the city, or by contractors who may agree to do the 
same, published notice having been given for proposals, and 
such contractsh.il! be awarded to the lowest responsible bid- 
der therefor. 


SEC. 6, 
AH awnings hereafter erected in front of the 


business houses within the city, shall be elevated at least eight 
feet at the lowest point thereof, above the sidewalk, and shall 
be of canvas, supported from the adjacent building with iron 
fastenings. 
Hereafter no" wooden awning, porch, gallery or 


balcony, and no outside stairs or approaches to cellars, that 
may extend or open on any sidewalk, street or alley, shall be 
erected or built within the city. 
No bow or other window 


shall extend into, over, or upon any sidewalk within the city 
more than fourteen inches, nor shall any sign project from 
any building into, over, or upon any sidewalk, street or alley 
more than three feet. Telegra|>h, or telephone poles shall be 
placed at the curbstone or gutter-edge of the sidewalks. 
Hitching posts shall be set at a uniform distance of six feet 
out from the center of the line of trees at the outer edge of 
the sidewalk. No person shall place upon, or suffer to be 
placed upon, any street, sidewalk, or alley in this city, any 
goods, wares, or merchandise, for sale or show, except in-front 
of the building occupied by him, and not beyond three feet 
from the front line of the lot, where such goods may be ex- 
posed ; and all such goods shall be taken in and removed 
from the sidewalk, street or alley at night. If any person 
shall violate or suffer to be violated any of the provisions of 
this section, he shall, upon conviction, be fined in a sum not 
less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offense. 
No repairs shall be made upon any wooden awn- 


'ng.-porch, gallery, or balcony, nor upon outside stairs or 
approaches to cellnr.s, extending into or over, or opening upon 
any sidewalk, street, or alley in the city; but whenever the 
same shall become unsafe or dangerous by reason of natural 
decay, or for other reason, they shall be declared to be 
nuisances, arid the Mayor, City Marshal, and Street Com- 
missioner, or any two of them, shall proceed to condemn the 
.same and order any such struciore 'so condemned to be 
taken down and removed. 
-If the owner, agent or occupant 


of the adjacent building shall refuse, fail or neglect to comply 
with such order within ten days after personal notice-so to do 
is served upon him by the City Marshal, the same shall be 
taken down and removed under direction of the-Street Com- 
missioner, and nil the costs and expense of such taking down 
and removal shall be paid by the owner, agent or occupant of 
the adjacent building, in addition to the penalties aforesaid,

,. Ec'. 7- No pei son, except •When necessarily .engaged in 


loading or unloading"goods, waies and merchandise, shall be 
allowed to pile up, deposit or keep upon any sidewalk, any 
poxes, bales, barrels, goods, wares, or other articles, so ns to 
obstruct or interfere with the free passage along such sidewalk, 
or the view between such sidewalk and the street, or by any 
other means interfere with the safety and convenience of per- 
sons passing upon such sidewalk. Any person violating this 
section shall be fined, upon conviction, five dollars for each 
offense, and a further fine of five dollars for each d.iy he neg- 
lects or refuses to remove any such obstructions from any side- 
walk, after notice from the Street Commissioner so to do. 


SEC. 8. No person shall ride or drive upon or across 


any sidewalk, nor shall any person litlc or drive across any 
irrigating ditch where ho bridge has been constructed (except 
where such ditch crosses, some street or alley) within the cor- 
porate limits of the city. . Any person violating thieforcgoinj* 
provision shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject To a fine of 
not Jess than one dollar, nor more than ten dollals, for each 
offense.1

CHAPTER XVII. 


RELATION TO WATER WORKS. 


SECTION I. 
For any of the uses specified in this chap- 


ter, an application may be made to the City Clerk for a 
permit to have tapped the street mains forming a part of the 
city water works. 
If granted, such permit shall be signed by 


said officer in his official capacity; shall set forth the name of 
the person for whose benefit such permit shall be granted; the 
size of the stop-cock for discharging the water from the mains 
to the service pipes; and as near as may be, the point at which 
such tapping is to be done; the place to which the water is to 
be thus conducted; the situation of the hydrants; and the con- 
templated use of such water thereby. 
And such officer shall 


keep a record of all permits in a'book Iccpt for the purpose in 
his office, which record sliall set forth the substance of every 
such permit; provided, that by virtue of such permit, no fnore 
water shall be used than shall be nectissary at the time of 
placing the service pipes and their fixtures to test the tightness 
of such pipes and their fixtures, and the condition of such 
pipes and fixtures for the flow of water. And provided further, 
that any other legitimate uses than those specified in said 
permit may be made of such water, the proper license being 
obtained therefor. 


SEC, 2.' .The City Council shall appoint a properly qual- 


ified person who shall be under the control of the Superintend- 
ent of Water Works, to tap the water mains and adjust the 
tap. - The tap and stop box-cover to be famished by the" city, 
or otherwise; and for the tapping and furnishing the tap and 
stop box-cover, the applicant for water shall pay to the City 
Clerk at the time of receiving his permit such sum of money 
as the City Council may determine All excavations for reach- 
ing the main to be made by the applicant, and all lead pipes 
used in public grounds shall be of the quahty*-known as 
"Strong." • 


SEC. 3. 
Any person permitted, as afoiesaid, may do the 


rest of the work by which he is to obtain water, at his own 
risk and by his own employes, ' the same to be qualified plumb- 
ers; and such Work shall be done according to the provisions 
of this ordinance and the permit. 


SEC. 4. Any person proposing to extend his service 


pipes for the supply of any other rooms or tenements, or for 
any other purposes than those for which he or others shall 
have a license, shall, before so doing, obtain'a further permit 
in the manner aforesaid, said permit to be free of charge; 
provided, that no such permit shall be required of any person 
to make a further extension upon his premises when any such 
further extension shall not be for a larger use of the water 
than the terms of the existing license: but such-last further 
extension shall be forthwith reported by such person to the 
City Clerk. 


SEC. 
5. All service pipes and their fixtures connected 


with the street mains shall be of good and substantial material, 
well and substantially made; and the laying of such pipes and 
all the work done in so conducting water from the mains shall 
be done in a skillful am} workmanlike manner; and such 
service pipes shall be laid sufficiently deep in the ground so 
that the water therein shall not be affected by the frost. 


SEC. 6. 
No stop inserted in the street mains for the pur- 


pose of connection with the service pipes shall have an orifice 
of .a greater diameter than three-fourths of an inch, livery 
such stop shall be of brass, and such service pipes shall un- 
connected with such stop by heavy lead or iron pipe. 


SEC. 7. The owner or lessee of any premises to which 


any water shall be thus conducted, shall keep all pipes and 
their fixtures'from the street mains to his and on said premises 
tight, so as to prevent waste of water; and upon any such 
waste resulting from a breakage of such pipes or fixtures, or 
any imperfection of such pipes or fixtures, shall forthwith stop 
such by repairing effectually the old work or laying new work. 
On a non-compliance of any such owner or lessee, the city 
plumber and inspcctoi may disconnect such service pipes from 
the mains and close the orifice in the mains through which 
water shall have been transmitted to such service pipes. 


SEC, 8. The orfner or lessee of any service pipes shall 


keep or cause {o be kept, at the outside line of the sidewalk, a 
stop-cock with box and coyer in connection with .such pipes 
Such stop-cock shall be kept in good condition, .so that the 
inspector or his employes shall be able to shut off the w.itcr 
from such service pipes at any time. Provided, that in the 
case there shall be no sidewalks where Such pipes shall be 
extended, such stop-cock shall be in some conspicuous and 
accessible place near the premises so supplied with water and on 
Some public highway to be designated by the Superintendent 
of Water Works. 


SEC.

Persons occupying different promises may join 


in obtaining a permit for a single service pipe for such 


work shall have been done, said plumber shall make a repor 
to the said City Clerk, which report shall contain an aocoiin

pipe in any public highway, shall notify the Superintendent o 
Water Works, who .shall see that the stop-cock in the main is 
closed and in good mpnir and the public highway left in goot 
condition. 


SEC. 16. When not otherwise provided, a license for the 


use of water from the water works of the city .shall be issued 
for a'penod of six months, or of a year, as the applicant may 
request 
The regular periods for the commencing and ending 


of licenses shall be the first day of December and the first day 
of June of each year. 
Each license shall be dated as of the 


day of its issue, and the rents thereon shall be paid in advance. 
Provided, If any license shall be issued in any 
period ol 


time between said regular dates, said license for its teim shall 
end with the next ensuing regular day of the commencement 
of license, or also embrace one or more of the semi-annual 
periods of time, the whole term of such license not to exceed 
one year. Any license for a. less period than one year shall be 
at a rate corresponding "to that of a year in ratio of time. ,C 


SEC. 
17. Every such license shall likewise contain the 


name of the license, the price paid therefor, the location, the 
purpose, and length of time for which it shall be granted, 
when granted, and the time of the expiration thereof; and the 
same shall be signed by the Mayor and attested by the City 
Clerk.

SEC. 18. Any person holding such a license who shall 


remove from the place for which the same shall have been

SEC. 20. When several kinds of business are carried on 


in the same room or rooms, for'the ^use of water in each of 
which kind of business rents are -required by this chapter, a 
license must be issued for each kind of business when not 
Otherwise provided. 


Stc. 21. Whenever, at given rates, the water is to be 


used in quantities of definite measurement, or is to be used in 
the accomplishment of a single purpose in connection with 
any article or thing, and which can be accomplished on one 
occasion, as specified in this chapter, then such license shall 
be issued for a specified sum, not less than one dollar; and all 
the special purposes for which such water is to be used shall 
be^et forth in kind in the license. Thereupon the licensee 
may use water for the several uses set forth, at the rates spec- 
ified. 
When for such uses and at such rates the sum specified 


in such license shall have been exhausted, no more water shall 
be used by such licensee without a further license. Provided, 
that no license specified in this section shall be in force more 
than six months from the date thereof, and every license men- 
tioned in this section shall bear the date of its issue. 


Sue. 22. Such licensee shall keep a correct account of 


such water so used, and shall at any time, on request, exhibit 
such account to the said City Clerk, or any member of the 
Board of Aldermen. 


SEC. 23. If a license shall be issued for the use of water 


from any hydrant, and after such license shall have been issued 
and during the term for which it shall have been issued, the 
City Clerk shall become satisfied that the water from such hy- 
drant shall have been used for purposes not contemplated by 
the license issued, the City Clerk may require the person to 
whom such license shall have been issued, to take out'a license 
for the use of the water for the purpose for which the said City 
Clerk shall believe such water to be actually used. 
In default 


of a person taking out a license as required in this section, 
said City Clerk is authorized to revoke the existing license of 
such person, and stop off the water from such hydrant; but in 
such case a ratable portion of the sum paid for such license 
shall be refunded. 


SEC. 24. If, after the expiration of a person's license, he 


shall continue to u.sc water from" his hydrant without further 
license, the water shall be stopped off in the manner stated in 


SEC. 25. Whenever the water slull be stopped off as 


stated in the last two preceding sections, and the same slull 
be let on again without permission of the City Clerk, said City 
Clerk .shall immediately cause the service pipes to be discon- 
nectcil from the mains, as in other cases. Any person' Using 
water from any hydrant or pipes after the same has been stop- 
ped off as provided in this ordinance, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor.

sary for the construction, maintenance -and operation of such 
water works, and which substance shall tend to fill up such 
reservoir, or to fill up or obstruct the flow of water in any such 
stream, trench, pipe, or drain, or shall throw or cast into any 
such place any such filthy or other substance that sliall tend 
:o pollute the water therein, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 


SEC. 29. Any person who shall throw or cast into the 


jtream or source from which such water is takcri, for five miles 
above the point from which it is taken, any filthy or other 
substance that shall tend to pollute the water therein, shall IK- • 
deemed guilty of ,i misdemeanor. 


SEC.. 30. Any person who shall bathe or swim in, 01 


>athe any animal, or cause any animal to enter into or swim, 
n any water specified in the two preceding sections, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


SEC. 31. 
Whoever shall injure, or deface, or impair, any 


art or appurtenances of the watqr works, otherwise than as 
ndicatcd in the preceding section, shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor.

No wate/shall be used from the fire-plugs e.x- 


ept for the extinguishment of fires, and by regularly con- 
tituted fire companies, for the purpose of cleaning, washing or

Provided, that the Superintendent of Water 


vVorks may let water therefrom when necessary for testing 
lie condition of the \yater works, for purifying the water, or 
or repairing ,such woiks.

t necessary for repairing the mains or water works, making 
onnections or extensions to the same, or for the purpose of .

SEC. 34. Any person, upon conviction of any misde- 


neanor specified in this ordinance, or upon, a conviction of a 
iolation of any of the provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
ned in a sum not less than five dollars, nor more than three 
undrcd dollars, and shall pay all damages arising from any 
iolation thereof. 


SEC. 35. Every person who shall apply for a license or 


crmit for the use of water under the provisions of this ordi- 
ance shall, except as herein otherwise provided, before the

CHAPTER XIX 


CONCERNING UI1 CflEh.

SEC 2. .Jf it is difficult to conduct water for the purposes 


aforesaid upon any lot or parcel of land by means of a ditch 
running along a street or alley, as provided in section one of 
this chapter, then in that case the City Council, upon the 
application of any person, may in their discretion give per- 
mission in writing for the construction of a ditch or ditches 
running otherwise than abovaduscribed. 


SEC. 3. No person shalXuse or attempt to use watei 


from any irrigating ditch, witholftfirsf placing a box or sluice- 
way, at least eight by ten inches in the clear, between the 
ditch and. the premises designed to be watered. And it shall 
be the duty of the Street Commissioner to destroy any box or 
sluice-way which shall be less than the size herein required, 
and any person using or attempting to use water on premises 
so cut off without first conforming to the requirements of this 
chapter, may be fined in a sum not less than five nor more 
than twenty-five dollars. 


SEC. 4. 
If any person shall construct a ditch running 


otherwise than ns prescribed in section one of this chapter, 
without first having obtained permission of the Council, as 
provided, .such person shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined ifot less 
than five nor more than fifty dollars for each offense. 


SEC. 5. If any person shall willfully obstruct any ditch, 


made in Compliance with the provisions of this chapter, or 
willfully diveit water from the .same, such person shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, a.nd upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined in a sum not less than five dollars nor more" than 
fifty dollars for each offense. 


SEC. 6. Any person or persons who shall move, alter, or 


in any manner displace, any .flood or other gate which is in or 
upon any of the irrigating canals or ditches of this city which 
arc under the supervision or direction of the Street Commis- 
sioner, without having first obtained • permission from the 
Street Commissioner to .so alter or move any such gate, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than three nor more 
than twenty-five dollars for each offense. 


SEC. 7. All persons living within the limits of the 'city 


shall keep the ditches in front and rear'of their respective 
premises clean and free from filth and dirt, and shall not pour 
or dash into such ditches any slops or filthy or offensive 
matter, of any description whatever; and any person violating 
the provisions of this section shall forfeit and pay to the city 
not less than .one dollar nor more than five dollars for each 
offense. 


SEC. 8. 
No person shall take water from any irrigating 


ditch within the city limits in greater quantities, or for a longer 
period than may be necess.ary for his immediate use, and no 
person shall place in said ditches an obstruction of any kind 
in such manner as to cause the water to overflow the bank 
thereof and flood the streets or sidewalks. 


SEC. 9. Any person who shall willfully or negligently 


violate the provisions of the foregoing section, or who shall 
knowingly disobey any lawful notice or order of the Street 
Commissioner or his deputy, cencerning the ditches or the 
water therein, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than two 
dollars nor more tfian, twenty dollars for each offense. 


SEC. 10. Ivor the purpose of better carrying out the

Slic 2. Whenever the Mayor of said city shall appre 


hcnd dangei of hydrophobia in this city, he shall issue hi 
proclamation requiring all persons within the city owning o 
keeping any dog, to confine the same for such time as he ma> 
designate, during which time it sfiall not be lawful for any 
such dog to run at large within the city, unless securely muz 
/led as aforesaid ; and it shall be the duty of the City Marsha 
to kill any dog found running at large within the city during 
such time, unless muz/.led as above provided ; and the_ owne 
thereof shall forfeit and pay to the city the sum of five dollars 
for'each and every dog so found at large. 


Sec. 3. Any person who shall molest or hinder the City 


Marshal in the discharge of the duty herein prescribed shal 
forfeit and pay to the city not less than five dollars nor moa 
than twenty-five dollars. 


SEC 4. If any person shall allow any bitch, kept 01 


owned by him, to run at large while in heat, he shall forfeit 
and pay to the city five dollars; and it shall be the duty of the 
City Marshal to kill any bitch so found at large in the city. 


SEC 5. The City Marshal shall receive the sum of one 


dollar for each dog he may kill under the provisions of this 
chapter; provided he causes the same to be removed bcyonc 
the limits of the city, and buried, and it shall bo the duty o 
the Marshal to have any dog .so killed, removed and buried as 
aforesaid.

CHAPTER XX. 


IN RELATION TO THE BOXING OF DITCHES. 


• 
SKCTION I. 
For the purpose of preventing the waste of 


water, there .shall be placed in all the irrigating ditches, or ca- 
nals, in this city, boxes or flumes constructed as follows : They 
shall not be less than ten nor more than thirty-six inches wide 
in the clear ( the sides shall be made of boards at least two 
inches thick, and not less than six inches, nor more than eigh- 
teen inches wide, placed perpendicular to the bottom, and con- 
nected on the top by two by four inch pieces, and on the bot- 
tom,by one by four inch pieces, placed four feet apart; 
there 


shall be no covering except at necessary crossings, and the 
bottoms shall be left open. The boxes shall be placed at a 
gratte corresponding to the grade of the corresponding streets 
and avenues, unless otherwise provided in any particular case, 
and all such work shall be done under the direction and super- 
vision of the Street Commissioner. 


SEC. 2. Whenever the City Council shall desire to have 


boxed the ditches or canals on nny street or avenue or parts 
thereof, it shall not be necessary to adopt an ordinance for that 
purpose, but the order may be made by a resolution passed 
with a concurrence of two-thirds of the members elected to 
the Council; and the expense or cost of constructing and 


SEC. 6. It is hereby made the duty of all persons, on or 


before the first day of July in each year, to apply to the City 
Cleric and make payment to him a<s required in section one o 
this chapter; and if shall be the duty of said Clerk to issue a 
license to said owner or keeper of any such'dog for one year 
and the Clerk shall keep a record of the person so licensed. 


SEC. 7. Any person owning or keeping any such dog, 


who shall allow the same to run at large within the city, with 
out having first Obtained a license as provided by this chap- 
ter, shall forfeit and pay a penalty of five dollars for each 
offense. 
And any dog found so running at large may be 


taken by the Marshal or his deputy to the City Pound and 
confined therein, and after posting two notices, one at the 
Mayor's office and the other at the Postoffice, giving descrip- 
tion of such dog and stating that it is so impounded, for the 
period of foity-eight hours, it shall be the duty of the Marshal, 
unless such dog be reclaimed and one dollar paid to him for 
expense and trouble in connection therewith, within said time, 
to kill the same; provided, any bitch found running at large 
while in heat may be killed as specified in section four of this 
chapter, without first impounding the same. 


SEC. 8. The word dog whenever used in this chapterj 


shall be construed to mean bitch and whelps as well as dogs. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


FOR THE PROTnCTION OF TREES 


SECTION t. 
If any person shall cut, ij*jure, mar or de- 


stroy any shade or ornamental tree or shrubbery standing or 
growing within the corporate limits of the City of Colorado 
Springs, he shall be deemed guilty of a -misdemeanor; and, 
upon conviction shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars and cost of prosecution, for each and every 
offense 


SEC. 2. If any shade or ornamental, tree standing or 


growing within the corporate limits of said city,, and not on 
private grounds, -shall be injured or destroyed by any horses, 
or cattle or other animals, the owner of such animal, or the per- 
son claiming right of possession thereof, shall forfeit and pay 
to the city a penalty of not less than five dollars nor more than 
twenty-five dollars for each tree so injured or destroyed. 


CHAPTER XXin. 


REGULATING THE STORAGE OF GUNPOWDER AND OTHER 


COMBUSTIBLE MATERIAL. 


SECTION I. No person shall keep at his place of business 


or elsewhere within this city a greater quantity of gunpowder 
or gun-cotton than twenty-five pounds at one time, and the 
same shall be kept in tin or copper cannisters or cases, con- 
tents not to exceed five pounds in each, and in a situation re- 
mote from fire, lighted lamps and candles, and from which 
they may be easily removed in case of fire; and no person 
shall sell or weigh any gunpowder or gun-cotton after the 
lighting of lamps in the evening, unless in sealed cannisters or 
cases; and no person shall be allowed to keep nitro-glyccrine 
in any part of the city. A violation of any part of the provis- 
ions of this section shall subject the offender to a fine of not 
less than five dollars nor exceeding one hundred dollars. 


SEC. 2. It shall be lawful for the Mayor or any member 


of the City Council or the City Marshal, when any of them 
have cause to suspect that any gunpowder, gun-cotton, or 
nitro-glyccrine is concealed or kept within the city limits, in 
violation of the provisions of this chapter, to search any 
place in said city for the purpose of a-icertaing whether any 
gunpowder, gun-cotton or nitro-glycerinc is kept or concealed 
as aforesaid. 
Any person who shall obstruct or hinder any 


such officer mak'ing search in the execution of his duty, under! 
this chapter, shall forfeit and pay to Said city for each of- 
fense, a sum not less than ten dollars nor more than one hun-i 
drcd dollars.

connei.U.d theicwjth, for the purpose of ascertaining whethei 
the same be in a safe and proper condition; and such-inspection 
shall be made on the request of any citizen at any proper time 
for the purpose of ascertaining the condition and safety thereof 
And whenever in the opinion of any Fire Warden, any stove 
ire-place, hearth, grate, furnace, or other place for keeping 
fire, or any appurtenance for conducting smoke or he.it from 
any such place, may be in such condition as to render the 
tecping of fire therein unsafe, it shall be his duty to order anc 
direct the occupant of the building in which the same may bi 
or with which the same may be connected, to discontinue the 
making of fire therein, and to make all. necessary alterations 
and repairs (o render the keeping of fire therein safe, -in the 
opinion of the Fire Warden inspecting the same; and if any 
person shall make a fire therein, and neglect to make such 
necessary alterations and repairs, after being directed so to do, 
is aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay to said city a sum not less 
:han five dollars, for each and every day he shall continue to 
use the same without making the necessary alterations and 
repairs as aforesaid ; provided, that any person feeling himsell 
aggrieved by the decision or direction of any Fire Warden, 
may appeal to the City Council at the first meeting thereoi 
after the order of the Fire Warden as aforesaid; but in all 
cases the orders of the said Fire Warden to discontinue the 
making of any fire shall be complied with until the final decis- 
on of the City Council on such appeal.' Any person who 
hall resist or obstruct any Fire Warden in the execution ol 
he duties herein enjoined upon him shall forfeit and pay to 
aid city a sum not less than five dollars nor more than one 
tundred dollars. 


SEC. 3. No lighted candle or lamp shall be used in any 


table or other place or building where hay, sliaw or other 
ike combustible material shall be kept, unless the same shall 
ie well secured in a lantern, under the penalty of two dollars 
or each offense. 


SEC. 4. No hay, straw, chips, shavings or other combust- 
materials, shall be set on fine or burned inany street or lot 


vithin forty feet of any building in this city, (and then only in 
lie. day-time when the wind is not blowing) without permission 
if the Mayor, under the penalty of five dollars, to be recovered 
if any person directing or causing the same to be done. 


SEC. 5. Any person who shall, within sixty feet of any 


luilding in which' fire is kept, put any hay, straw or other 
ombustible material in stack or pile, without first having the 
ame inclosed or secured so as to protect, it from flying sparks 
f fire, shall be subject to a fine of ten dollars for each offense, 
nd » like fine for every week the same shall be allowed to 
cmain after notice to remove or secure the same. 


SEC. 6. No chimney-shall hereafter be built in tin's city 


ith less than four inches in thickness, of brick or stone, conl- 
letely imbedded in lime mortar, and plastered on the inside 
nth a smooth coat of the same. No flue shall in any case be 
ess than four by eight inches, and if intended for nlorc than 
wo whole stoves, not less than four by sixteen inches/. Holes 
or stove-pipes shall have a sheet-iron thimble inserted into the 
liimney, imbedded in mortar, and when not in use a tin or 
leet-iron stopper with a flange at least half an inch wide, 
utside the brick. Every person who shall hereafter build or

ire Warden; and on failure or refusal to build as directed,

together with the cause of his t>r her death; and for this pur- 
pose the City Clerk shall keep on hand and furnish gratuitously 
blank certificates to any physician applying therefoi. The 
City Sexton shall keep said certificates on file, and also nukp 
a memorandum of the same in a book provided by the city for 
that purpose, together with the place of interment of the de- 
ceased. ' Provided, that in case of there being no attending 
physician, or of bodies of deceased persons being brought in 
from without the city limits for interment, a.certificate of any 
responsible citizen of the state, selling forth Ihe facts above 
mentioned, may be taken by the Sexlon in lieu of the certificate 
of a physician, 


J^EC. 3. The City Stxton shall hold himself in readiness 


lo dig and prepare graves for all who may apply with the proper 
certificate of death, and have said graves in readiness at the 
time appointed for the burial. Provided, the Sexton shall have 
notice of the time of burial six hours in daylight previous to 
the time appointed for the burial. 


SEC. 4. 
The price to be charged by the City Sexton for ~

chase or rent houses for hospitals; hire nurses, and incur ex- 
penses for the proper removal and treatment of persons in- 
fected ; which expense shall be audited and allowed a? other 
expenses, in cases where the patients are unable to pay the 
same. 


SEC. 4. The said Board of Health are further invested 


with power,and it is hereby made their duty to ordei any nui- 
sance or other matter or thing deemed by them injurious to 
the health of the city, abated or removed from any street, alley, 
house or premises within the city limits. 


SEC 5. Alt orders issued by the said Board shall be in 


writing and signed b> the Mayor, and shall bo s,ervcd by the 
City Marshal. 


SEC. 6 
The City Marshal shall in all cnses, upon serving 


a.4y such order, designate some place outside the city limits 
where any substance to be removed shall be deposited, and 
the depositing of such substance at any other place than that 
designated, shall not be deemed a compliance with the orilcr 
for removal. 


Stc 7. Any person failing to comply with any order, 


issued by the Board of Health, under the provisions of this 
chapter, shall upon conviction, be fined not less than five dol- 
lars nor more than fiftv dollars. 


CHAPTER, XXVIII. 


IN DELATION SO KAIl.ROAlJ CROSSINGS. 


SUCTION i. 
In all cases-where"a railroad crosses, a pub- 


lic.street within the limits of this city, immediately Upon the 
approaqh of every tiam to Mich ciossing, the engineer, con- 
ductor or other person having charge of, or running slich train, 
or railroad, shall cause the bell of the engine drawing such 
train to be rung until tbe said engine lias passed ovet such 
crossing; and every tiam shall cioss such stieets at ,1 .speed 
not exceeding four miles per hour; and no engine 01 cais shall 
be permitted to stop at any time upon such street ciossing, so 
as to pi event the free passage, or cause an obstruction the,ie- 
0H ; and the full width of any .street across which a lailroad 
shall pass, shall be kept fiec and unobstructed by engines or 
cars; and no whistle of tiny engine shall be sounded within the 
city limits, 


.Sec. 2. Any and eveiy engineer, conductor or other 


per.son having charge of or running any locomotive, engine or 
tiain, on any such lajhoad, who shall violate any provision of 
the foregoing section, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and on conviction theiof, shall be fined in a sum not 
less than twenty five nor moie -than two hunch eel dollars for 
each olTense. 


CHAPTER. XXIX. 


TO RESTRAIN ANIMALS FROM RUNNING AT LARGE 


SECTION 1» 
Whenever any horses, cattle, swine, sheep, 


jacks, goats or mules may be found running at large within the 
corporate limits of the City of Colorado Springs, it shall be the 
duty of the City Marshal to take up and confine such animal 
or anirnals in the city pound or some secme pen or place ; and 
if such animal be not reclaimed within forty-eight hours theie- 
after, to file an affidavit with the Police Magistrate, or if no 
Magistrate be appointed, then \vith some Justice of the Peace 
in said1 city, stating therein the seizuie, number, description 
and probable value of such animal or animals. 


SEC. 2. Upon filing the affidavit mentioned in the fore- 


going section, the City Maishal shall further proceed and give 
notice of the taking up of such animals, by posting three no- 
tices 
one thereof at the post office, one at the office of the City 


Clerk, and onp at the office of the aforementioned Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace and said notices shall set forth the day 
of the seizure and the number and description of the animals 
so taken up, and state that he will sell said animals at a time 
and place therein named unless the same shall be claimed and 
ownership thereof proven within ten days next following the 
posting of such notices. 


SEC. 3. Any person who shall make satisfactory proof 


to the Magistrate or Justice of the Peace with whom the 
affidavit of the City'Marshal as herein required Is filed, on 
or before the tenth day from the posting- of said, notices, that 
the stock so taken up belongs to him or her, or to some 
person for whom he or she may be the lawful agent, and shall 
pay all costs and expenses incurred by >uch taking up, adver- 
tisements, &c., shall have such stock delivered to him by the 
City Marshal.

Had been taken up by himself 


SEC. 9 
The cost and expenses in this chaptei men-

or altered, making such landmarks, either for sun-eying or 
leveling, fiy planting stones or otherwise, as he shall deem 
necessary or useful; supei intending all surveys authori/ed by 
ordinance; mark out all stieets, alleys or avenues, authorized 
by ordinance to be opened; construct and keep in his office a 
map of the city, showing thereon the several additions thereto, 
the streets, alleys, avenues, public squares, public buildings, 
and city property, bridges, and generally all such conspicuous 
and permanent topographical objects as he shall deem neces- 
sary ; and a mnp or plot of the city's system of watci works, 
showing thereon the valves and hydrants, and frofn time to 
time correct, alter and add to the same as circumstances may 
requiie. lie shall.furnish the City Council with all plans and 
specifications for laying out, grading and regulating streets 
and public highways, and for bridges, culverts, and the loca- 
tion x>F inlets and other improvements, and shall superintend 
the erection or Construction of the same 
He shall keep in 


liis office certified copies of all the records and plans feinting 


to the suiveys-, bridging, Ktc., Connected with the city, and an 
accurate RICOH! of .ill surveys and adjustments of party line's, 
and also well plans of such pails of' said city, and in such ' 
Ibim ami with such (It-tails as shall from time to,'time be 
requited lot oilictal purposes, and all bf which shall be the 
piupeity of the city; and he shafl at the expiratitui of his term 
of office dehvei to his successor in office all propel ty belong- 
ing to said city. 


Sr.L. ?, The City Engineer shall be allowed to charge 


and demand in advance the following fees, frfim the owners of 
piopeity, orcleimg the work to be pcifoimed, or against 
whom the same is pioperly chaigeable • ' For surveying each 
-lot ovci twenty-five feet fiont and not over fifty feet fionl, foui 
dollars; foi surveying each additional lot of the above chmeii 
sions, and owned by the same peison, two dollars; for sui 
VLymg each lot not ovei twenty-five feet front, three dollais 
and fifty cents; foi surveying each additional lot of the last 
named dimensions, And belonging to the same person, one 
dollai and fifty cents; for furnishing street grades for each

lot not exceeding fifty feet front, three dollars; for furnishing 
street giades over fifty feet fiout and not over one tulndiod 
feet fiont, four dollars, and for each additional foot front, two ,. 
cents per lineal foot. 


Sue 3. The City Engineer shall not become interested 


in any contiact for the public impiovemcnt of any street, lano, 
alley, market place or common, or be secuiity for any cou- 
tidctor for the same; and if said City Engineer shall viplate 
'this section, he shall, on conviction thereof, be fined in any 
sum not less than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each offense. 


SEC. 4. If any person shall interrupt or molest the City 


Engineer while engaged in official duty, by riding or driving 
any horse or animal or vehicle of any kind against the person, 
or surveying instruments, or other piofcssional appaiatus of 
said City Engineur, or his assistants, or by removing or de- 
ranging any stake or other landmark fixed or determined by 
him 01 his assistants, or by willfully causing or offering them 
any kind of coipoial injuiy or hindrance, such person so 
offending shall, upon conviction, be fined in any sum not less 
than five nor more than twenty-five dollars.
